•women in this war was tfeat of Miss 
Mary O. Clark of Boston, Mass.. now 
a Y. H. C. A. canteen workec 
France. For no less than fonr hours 
Miss Clerk was in the aHOst of a 
fierce bombardment by the iJcche 
guns, part of the time lying with R 
detachment of American soldiers In 
an open trench. In the sanfe attack 
later two Bed Triangle workers. Dr. 
John Browalee Voorhees of Hartford, 
Conru, and E. "KT. Ballew of Lexing- 
ton, H!., were hit by shell splinters 
and severely injnred. 
The village where Miss Clark's can- 


teen is situated is in an advanced po- 
sition close to the front line trenches. 
Until the day in question, a Sunday, 
he Huns had not paid mnch attention 
o this particular part of France be- 
lind the lines. Ho—ever. la this par- 
Icalar part of the -war zone, the Toul 
sector, there is no telling where his 
morning's hate will break forth. la 
this case, npparently, he was only bid- 
ng his time to -wipe this particular til- 
lage off the raap. 


The day dawned brilliant with" snn- 


Bhine. 
Shortly after S a. m. Miss 


Clark -was getting ready for break- 
fast when the first shell sailed in 
ever the roof tops, and, landed in a 
dump-heap not more than 50 yards or 
so from her open window. The first 
crash did not startle the V. II.

That storm of 
noise and bursting metal would have 
frightened anyot • However, the sol- 
diers all agree that the woman "I" 
worker kept her nerve during all the 
trving ordeal. Now and then a_shell 
would fall dose to the trench In which 
she was standing, but fortunately none 
fell into the trench itself. Again and 
again, though, the soldiers in the 
trench begged Miss Clark to cra-wt 
Into the comparative safety of the 
angle, but this she refused to do. "I'm 
here, Tm a woman, and I'm useless. 
Til stay where I am." was the reply 
the soldiers say she made. 


And there she stayed. 
However,

abruptly ended, and after waiting to 
make sure it had. the soldiers urged 
Miss Clark to make her .escape. As
